Strict Enforcement 
From Now on, Will

Watch your step .watch the col­ 
or of the curb m arkings, keep 
your eye on the signs denoting 
tim e zones and 
DON'T barge 
through 
boulevard 
stop 
signs, 
turn in the m iddle of the block, 
swoop to the right or dart to the 
left w ithout giving the proper 
arm signal. 
The sum m er vacation season is 
over and the holiday from strict 
traffic regulation is at an end. 
Chief of Police Lyle J. Sanard 
this week announced that from 
now and henceforth, all the rules 
of the road m ust be observed and 
violations w ill bring appropriate 
justice. 


SIGNS ARE PAINTED 


Curb* have been painted and 
signs m arked, telling you w here 
you may park and w here p ark ­ 
ing may cost you something. 
If the curb is painted red, avoid 
it. 
Don’t park there at all. 
A 
yellow -painted 
curb 
m eans 
a 
loading and unloading zone for 
commercial vehicles. 
Avoid that 
also if you plan to park. 
The 
w hite paint on the curb indicates 
a zone for unloading passengers 
such as before a hotel. D on't put 
your car there, carefully lock the 
doors and go aw ay and leave it. 
O r else— 
Green zones, such as before the 
post office and civic offices, mean 
you may park ten m inutes, no 
longer. 


ASKS CO-OPERATION 


W here the curb is unpainted, 
the upright signs tell you how 
long you m ay park. One hour in 
some instances, two hours in oth ­ 
ers. 
W here there is no paint on 
the curb, no signs, or perhaps 
even no curb, let your conscience 
be your guide. 
Chief Sanard asked the co-op­ 
eration of all citizens in observ­ 
ing school safety regulations. He 
asked that m otorists observe the 
15-mile speed 
lim it 
in school 
zones when children are a t re­ 
cess or school is being assem ­ 
bled or dismissed. 
He also urg­ 
ed drivers to respect the rights 
of 
pedestrians 
in 
pedestrian 
lanes and to stop and yield the 
right of way. 
And he asked pe­ 
destrians to use the safety lanes 
and avoid jay-walking. 


HOLIDAY IS ENDED 


From now on, traffic regula­ 
tions will be observed, said the 
chief. 
D uring sum m er months, 
a certain laxness was perm itted, 
but that is all ended now. 
Paint has been applied to curbs 
and pedestrian lanes. 
The cen­ 
ter stripe w ill not be painted be­ 
cause of the scarcity of w hite 
paint, but stay on your own side, 
said the chief. 
“Enforcem ent of all traffic reg­ 
ulations is as of today,” said 
C hief Sanard. 
“The police ask 
your co-operation to save lives 
and to prevent injuries.”

Palm Springs Gets 


$172.68 from State 


Auto License Fees 


Palm Springs was apportioned 
$172.68 as its share of motor ve­ 
hicle license fees collected dur­ 
ing the first six months of 1942. 
according to announcement by 
James M. Carter, state director 
of motor vehicles, at Sacramento. 
The apportionment to the city 
was based on a population of 
3,434. 
Riverside county’s share 
of license fees, based on a pop­ 
ulation of 105,524. was $3.864.21. 
The vehicle license fees were 
formerly collected by cities and 
counties as personal property tax. 
Riverside county was also ap­ 
portioned $61.494.13 as its share 
in state motor registration fees 
paid during the first six months 
of the year. 
This was based on 
a total of 43,144 motor vehicles 
registered in the county, includ­ 
ing 36,371 automobiles, two solid- 
tire trucks, 3,135 pneumatic-tire 
trucks, 300 motorcycles, 40 solid- 
tire trailers, and 3,296 pneumatic- 
tire trailers.

The chance to become worthy citizens is not giv­ 
en them. They face only the treadmill. 
So send that youngster off to his great adven­ 
ture with a cheerful heart Monday. Sure, there’ll 
be bumps. Forget them. .Just remember the goal 
he has a chance to attain. 


T H E QUALITY OF MERCY 
Last week fell the nineteenth anniversary of 
one of the most terrible disasters ever to befall a 
oation—the Japanese earthquake of 1923 that, fol­ 
low ed by tidal waves and fires, destroyed 70 per 
cen t of the buildings in Tokyo and Yokohama, kill­ 
ed 140,000 persons, injured half a million, sank or 
stranded m ore than half the Japanese Navy, and 
paralyzed the nation in face of looting, rioting and 
pestilence. 
Within three days, an American warship, laden 
food and medicines, reached Yokohama. 
W ithin a week, 12 other American Navy mercy 
ships arrived. 
Within 20 days, 11 fast freighters 
vere on the way from Pacific Coast ports to Ja- 
>an, burdened with every form of needed supplies. 
Che Am erican Red Cross stripped its emergency 
•elief fund for Japanese aid and was immediately 
supplied w ith millions of dollars donated by gener- 
ras citizen s of every American state and comnni- 
lity.And then Masanao Hanihara, Japanese am- 
tassador to the United States, said: “America’s 
ipen-handed sympathy in Japan’s sorest need will 
orever drive from the Japanese mind all thoughts 
f American aggression in the Far East. Of course, 
apau will be grateful. 
Never—for we have long 
lemories in our country—never shall we forget 
our sympathy in this hour of our national distress. 


The earthquake revealed to Japan the unrestrain­ 
ed quality of mercy in America’s heart.” 
Nineteen years after all that, to the week, the 
Japanese refused to grant safe passage to the re­ 
lief ship destined, under rules of international law 
in war, to relieve the misery of sick and hungry 
prisoners of war. 
No other nation on earth has 
been guilty in this war of such utter heartlessness. 
Hitler and Mussolini are war-lords of ruthlessness 
seldom equalled in history—yet Germany and Italy 
have facilitated the shipment of food, clothing and 
medical supplies to American prisoners in. those 
countries. 
The quality of mercy in America’s heart has 
been turned to the wrath of vengeance for those 
helpless prisoners she cannot aid. 
The Los An­ 
geles Times, looking grimly ahead, has predicted 
that history will rewrite the date of Japan’s great­ 
est disaster from September 1, 1923, to December 
7, 1941. 
Another date Japan may bitterly regret 
is the day she barred that mercy ship from the 
men who fought on Bataan. 


OF BOMBS AND PUPS 
If you have a dog or cat, and haven’t given 
thought to the m atter of quieting pets through an 
air raid, you just aren’t ready for a raid—no m at­ 
ter if you’ve memorized the last detail of instruc­ 
tion of human life and property. For the protec­ 
tion of yourself as well as your pets, you should 
give them sedatives in form of aspirin or solium 
bromide as soon as possible. 
With either drug, 
the dosage is two grains for small doys and cats, 
five grains for medium-sized dogs, and 10 to 15 
grains for large breeds. 
That advice was given last week by a man who 
has handled hundreds of pets belonging to other 
people. 
He is Jack Berry, veteran bell-boy; and 
the pets, mostly dogs, he has taken for walks 
through the years for guests of San Francisco’s 
Palace Hotel. You learn dog psychology best, says 
Mr. Berry philosophically, when you handle other 
people’s dogs. 
“The gentlest of dogs may be dangerous,” he 
said, “when badly frightened. 
Dogs like me; and 
I can easily calm a country-bred dog startled by 
the roar of traffic. But I can imagine the friend­ 
liest animal being driven into stark terror and be­ 
coming dangerous to his own master or mistress 
in the hell of an air raid. I asked a good vet what 
to do for pets if bombs should burst. 
And if an 
air raid ever comes to this hotel, I’m prepared w;ith 
the aspirin and the bromide—and I’d advise every 
pet owner to be prepared likewise, whether at 
home or traveling.” 
It does seem a point of safety for pet owners, 
as well as of humaneness toward loved animals, 
to consider this bit of advice from a wise bell-boy 
on bombs and pups. 


CLUB AND PRESS AID PALM SPRINGS 
The All-Year Club and the Automobile Club 
of Southern California are doing their bit to aid 
in dispelling rumors that the “army h&s taken 
over Palm Springs. 
Practically every southland 
newspaper last week or this week carried articles 
sent out by one or the other of these two organiza­ 
tions, reporting that Palm Springs was preparing 
for one of its best seasons.

SUPPLY STUDENT LABOR TO HARVEST 


PERISHABLE CROPS IN COUNTY 


At a recent m eeting of the representatives of the Unitec Stales 
Employment Service, school authorities, and the Riverside county 
labor supply committee, it was decided that the school authorities 
will cooperate w ith the U. S. Employment Service by perm itting 
high school and junior high school students to w ork in the harvest 
of agriculture in Riverside county, for a lim ited tim e, during the 
expected critical period of perishable crops. 


The program w ill be on a vol-< 
untary basis for the youths who 
will w ork in the harvest. 
The 
U.S. Employment Service office 
at 3469 Main street. Riverside, 
will be the central headquarters 
for receiving orders for w orkers 
and for the distribution of the 
youths to respective employers. 
Prevailing rates w ill be paid to 
these w orkers, and transportation 
will be furnished by the em ploy­ 
ers from the office of the Em­ 
ploym ent Service to the field and 
return daily. 


The em ployer is required to 
obtain a perm it to hire youths of 
school age, and the youths are re­ 
quired to obtain a special perm it 
to work during the school term . 
These perm its m ust be obtained 
from school authorities.

under conditions acceptable to 
Bath less Groggins. 
H e longs for 
the days w hen the S tate d ep art­ 
m ents and divisions w ere in te r­ 
ested prim arily in the w elfare of 
the State and did no t th in k of 
them selves as outposts of a “new 
social order.” 


He does not understand strikes 
in industries connected w ith the 
war, for N ature allows no strikes 
in his industry; he w orks, or else 
he and the people of the cities do 
not eat. 
He does not understand 
why he should be draw n into the 
argum ents of others w ith whom 
he has no connection.

not strike for higher wages, and 
w hen he asks for priority prices 
for his w heat, he reads that,

goes on farm ing. 


He w ants to build a barn and 
he can get no lum ber because he 
has no priority rating, bu t on the 
way to tow n he passes a new 
arm y camp w here th e contractor 
is burning thousands of feet oi 
new lum ber, because forsooth, it 
was only 18 feet long, and the job 
called for 18 
feet 
six 
inches. 
W hen he builds his house and bis 
barn he pours th e cem ent in 
forms and then uses the sam e 
lum ber for the under-construc­ 
tion. 
He sees the governm ent 
burn all its forms and use new 
lum ber, bu t he is told that sav­ 
ing w ill w in the w ar. 
His egg 
crates are burned, because it is 
a bother to return th em , though 
he would pay 30 cen ts each to 
get them back. 


He hears a home m ilitia is be­ 
ing formed, as in England, and 
he takes dow n his weQ oiled gun, 
hoping to get him self a Ja p to 
stuff for over the fireplace, and 
after much tim e and effort he is 
told that, th e elections being over, 
the m ilitia is now disbanded. 


The farm er struggles on. 
The 
arm y takes his sons; the indus­ 
tries take his men; th e govern­ 
m ent takes his sacks; and the 
taxes and th e m ortgage take his 
profits. 
H e fights th e war;’ he 
feeds the arm ies and the people; 
he pays the taxes. 


B ut I rise to rem ark th at to ­ 
day ,as in th e days of Cato, “the 
agricultural population produces 
the bravest men, the m ost valiant 
soldiers, the class of citizens least 
given to evil designs.”
